Applicants hereby respectfully petition to withdraw a holding of abandonment as 
set forth in a Notice of Abandonment mailed on July 11, 2002 in connection with the 
above-identified application ("the 322 application") because the application was not abandoned 
in fact. If after due consideration, Applicants 1 request is denied* then Applicants petition to 
revive the '322 application under 37 C.F.R. § 1.137(b) as having been unintentionally abandoned.
